IXnoxville, Tenn., March 14.—At Glade- 
springs and Abingdon targe crowds were 
assembled, and Senator Hill spoke briefly, 
but the chief demoustration of the after- 
neon was at Bristol, a city of 9,000 inhab- 
itants, situated on the Virginia and Ten- 
nessee lines.

HE TALKS ABOUT NEW YORK 


And the Condition of the Democracy 
in That State. 


SENATOR DAVID B, HILL IS THE MAN 


Who Has Built the Party Up to Its 
Present Position of Vigor 
and Ac rressiveness. 


Washington, March, 14.—(SpecialL)— 
General Dan Sickles reached here from 
New York last night. He will remain 
in Washington until Wednesday night, 
When he and Senator Colquitt leave on 
the vestibule train for Atlanta. Senator 
Colquitt accompanies General Sickles, 
at the invitation of the Atlanta conunittee, 
and at General Sickles’s request. 

Mr. ‘Thomas I. Grady has been forced 
to decline Atlunta’s invitation. He so 
wired todiy. 

General Sickles Talks. 

“IT have never been to Atlanta,” said 
General Sickles today, “and I am de- 
lighted to have this opportunity to see 
the great progressive city of the south. 
The nearest 1 have ever been to Atlanta 
before was at Calhoun during the war.” 

In dscussing the political situation 
General Sickles said: 

“New York has spoken. She has indi- 
cated her preference, and it is for the 
rest of the country now to indicate their 
choice.” 

“They say, general, that this expres- 
sion somes from the muchine, and not 
from the party, and that the party was 
not represented in the Albany conven- 
tion.”’ 

“Well, it is the same machine that pre- 
sented Tilden in 1574, the sume machine 
that nominated Cleveland in 1884 and 
again in 1888. The regularity of the con- 
ventions has never been questioned. It 
is the same machine that nominated 
Governor Hiill in iSS2, .1SS85, and 1Sss8, 
and Governor. Flower in 1591. It is the 
saine organization that, under the leader- 
ship of Governor Hill, has transferred 
the state of New York from the column 
of doubtful states to the solid democratic 
column. It has brought our vote up from 
a few thousand majority seven years 
ago to 50,000 majerity in I15v1. 

Governor Hill’s Work. 

“Gratitude to Governor Hill for these 
splendid results of hiy leadership, to say 
nothing of our admiration of his abilities 
and our esteem for his character, de- 
mand that we should present his name 
to the Chicago convention as the foremost 
public man in New York under whose 
banner we could most confidently pledge 
the electoral vote of New York to the 
democratic nominee. In New York we 
don't believe in restoratives. There is 
no precedent in any party in this country 
for the nomination of the same candidate 
a third time for the presidency, nor is 
there any precedent in any party in this 
country for the nomination of a candi- 
date for president who has once been 
nominated and defeated as a candidate 
for that office. Therefore, in turning aside 
from Mr. Cleveland, we are not actuated 
by any lack’ of esteem and regard for 
his personal character, but we simpiy 
follow the traditions the democratic 
party, and of all parties of our country.” 

What of the Malcontents? 

“What importance, general, do you 
attach to the anti-Hill movement in New 
York?” 

“New York is a large state. We have a 
democratic vote of 600,000 or 7TOO,000. 
The Albany convention represented sub- 
stantially that vote, but now, as always 
heretofore in the democratic party 
New York, there are a few dissenters 
from every inportant step like 
the selection of a presidential candi- 
date. One-third of the delegation in 1876 
to the St. Louis convention wus hostile 
to the nemination of Mr. Tilden. In 1884 
the opposition to Mr. Cleveland was so 
strong in New York that his friends did 
not venture to ask that the delegation 
be instructed to. vote for his nomination. 
A large and influential delegation went 
from New York to the St. Louis conven- 
tion to oppose Mr. Cleveland. I have seen 
nothing so far in the anti-Hill demonstra- 
tions in New York that would indicate 
as much dissent from his candidacy as 
was manifested against either Vilden or 
Cleveland in 1878 or 1884. The New York 
Tribune is the organ of the anti-7lill 
movement in New‘ York. If Hill is so 
easy to beat as the republicans would 
bave us believe, I don’t see why they are 
so anxious to prevent his nomination. 
As for the so-called independent or mug- 
wulp vote, Governor Fill has never re- 
ecived it in any canvass he has ever Inade 
in our State. That vote has never been 
essential to his success. Its hostility now 
does not, therefore, shake our confidence 
in Governor Hili’s ability to carry the 
state in “P2. as it was carried in ‘01, *90, 
*SS, and ‘S5. 

Not Trying to Force Hill. 

“But.” continued General Sickles, “‘we 
of New York are not trying to force Gov- 
ernor Hil! down the throats of the other 
states.

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THE SLOSS STAYS OUT. 


The Iron Consolidation Will Have to Get 
Along Without It. 


New York, March 14.—(Special.)—The 
Sloss Iron and Steel Company has been 
left out of the consolidation of the big iron 
companies of Alabama and Tennessee. 

After the deal was concluded, as every 
one thought, President Seldon, of the Sloss 
company, insisted on conditions which the 
directors of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company refused to grant, and his company 
was left out. 

The purchase of the Debardeleben com- 
pany by the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, has been closed, with the approval 
of a majority of the stockholders of both 
companies. There will be no change in 
the organization of the Tennessee Coal 
aud lron Company, except increased rep- 
resentation in the board of directors, and 
au increase in the amount of capitalization. 
The capital of the Debardeleben company 
was $10,000,000 in stock, and $3,000,000 
in bonds. That of the Tennessee Coal and 
lron Company was $5,000,000 in bonds, 
$1,000,000 in preferred stock, and $9,000,- 
OVUU common stock. That is to say, the 
two companies represented a capitalization 
of $19,000,000 in common stock, $1,000,000 
in preferred stock, and $8,000,000 of bond- 
ed indebtedness. The capital stock of the 
new company will be $17,000,000 common 
stock and $1,000,000 preferred stock; 
$1,000,000 of the $17,000.00 will remain 
in the treasury. It will be seen from this 
that the joint capital stock has been scaled 
down, not increased.

THEY MET IN MACON. 


The Lawyers Representing Over a 
Dozen Roads, 


IN THE COURTROOM OF JUDGE SPEER 


Mr. Rountree Introduces Mr. Lamb 
Perry to the Judge 


AND BOTH RISE TO THEIR FEET. 


Major Bacon’s Bill Puts a New Aspect 
On the Case, and Further Bother- 
ment Is Had. 


Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—The 
United States courtroom was full this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. In the private room of 
Judge Speer were a half dozen of the promi- 
nent ladies of Macon. They came to hear the 
now celebrated case of Mrs. Clark vs. the 
Richmond Terminal and the Central railroads. 

Rountree and Perry, the attorneys of the 
plaintiff, were on hand. The Terminal com- 
pany was represented by Captain Harry Jack- 
son and the Central by Messrs. Lawton & 
Cunningham. Mr. Marion Erwin represented 
Mr. Hasseltine, of Boston, Mass., who had 100 
shares of Centra! stock and thirty shares of 
Southwestern stock, and desired to be made 
party plaintiff to the pending bill. President 
Alexander and several of the directors were 
present; also Mr. Frank H. Miller, who, it is 
understood, represented the Augusta and 
Savannah railroad, one of the leased lines of 
the Central. 

Among the members of the bar from a dis- 
tance present was Mr. Beeman, of New York, 
who represented Spyer & Co., who loaned 
the Central $4,000,000 last November 
on $11,000,000 of bonds of the com- 
pany; also Mr. Davies, who represented the 
New York Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
who also have made large loans to the Central. 
Judge Pratt Adams, of Savannah, and Mr. 
Tracy Baxer, were present to represent the 
Southwestern, another of the leased lines of 
the Central. Mr. A. Minis and Messrs. Har- 
den & West, of Savannah, were present to 
represent a large number of the minority 
stockholders. 

The Ball Begins to Roll. 

At10o0’clock promptiy Judge Speer called 
the court to order. The first motion was a 
formal introduction by Mr. Rountree, of Mr. 
J. Lamb Perry, of Charleston. The judge 
and Mr. Perry arose and both bowed simulta- 
neously. 

Mr. Erwin, as attorney for Mr. Hasseltine, 
of Boston, asked to be made a party to the 


suit. 
Major Bacon’s Bomb. 


Then Major Bacon arose and asked to be 
made a party, and presented quite a lengthy 
bill, carefully drawn. His bill rehearses all 
the charges made against the Central and 
Terminal; charged that the Termina! was now 
being managed by continental wreckers, and 
struck deep for blood with many declamatory 
paragraphs. This bill is much larger than the 

tountree and Perry bill, and covers a greater 
scope. He charges distinctly insolvency on 
the roads leasing the Central, both the Ter- 
minal and its leased roads—and that the pur- 
pose of these roads to be to wreck the Central. 

Mr. Rountree said before announcing 
ready he would like to see the defendant’s 
answers. 

Captain Johnson said the defendants were 
cited to answer in May, and that he did not 
think they were called upon to answer now. 

Mr. Erwin then called upon attorneys of 
other interest to answer. 

Judge Speer ruled that the defendants were 
not required to answer now. 

Mr. Rountree then announced ready. 

Captain Jackson then moved to continue 
the case, citing Major Bacon’s lengthy bill as 
the cause requiring a continuance, 

Mr. Cunningham said they were ready to 
answer the bill of Mr. Rountree, but they 
had just heard Major Bacon’s bill, and asked 
time to answerit. He alsoinsisted on a con- 
tinuance. 

Judge Speer Talks. 

Judge Speer said he did not care to rush the 
matier.. It was his purpose togive ampletime 
to have the case well considered in court be- 
fore he acted. He had written to Judge 
Pardee, of the circuit court, he said, to be 
present today and preside with him in the con- 
sideration of this important case. 

“I have a letter before me,’”’ he continued, 
“saying that it was impossible for me (Judge 
Pardee) to be present atthe time designated, 
but that if the case is postponed for a week or 
ten days, that it was very probable that he 
could be present and preside with him (Judge 
Speer) in the case,’’ 

“I think,’’ said Judge Speer, “that the in- 
terest s of all parties will be safely protected 
by the temporary receiver appointed by me. 
I see no immediate necessity of pressing the 
matter toa hearing this morning, andI will 
continue this hearing until the 24th instant.” 

Mr. Cunningham—We have a letter, if your 
honor please, from Judge Pardee, saying he 
could certainly be present and hear the case 
with your honor at the April term in Savannah. 

Judge Speer—For reasonsI do not deem 
necessary to state I will not change the time I 
have set to hear the case. 

Mr. Erwin then asked for an order to per- 
fect service on the Richmond and Danville 
and the Terminal company. 

Captain Jackson asked thecourt, asa ques- 
tion of economy, toaccept the appearance of 
these companies by attorney be taken as ser- 
vice, which was agreed to. 

Mr. Erwin then asked foraday to be set 
when the affidavits of both parties should be 
filed. The 2ist instant was the day set for 
filing the affidavits. 

Mr. Rountree wanted a day set for filing the 
rebutting aftidavits. 

Judge Speer, with a smile—That is hardly 
necessary, Mr. Rountree. They can be filed 
any time before the opening of the court on 
the 24th. 

Questions Submitted for Answer. 

Judge Speer then took a piece of paper lay- 
ing on the bench before him, and said: 
“Before I adjourn this hearing formally till 
the 24th instant, I desire to cal! the attention of 
the attorneys representing both the piaintiffs 
and defendauts to the following suggestions 
for their consideration. 

The judge then read the following: 

As the case on hand is to be continued. the court 
suggests that counsel give attention to the foilow- 
ing inquiries: “ 

1. Is the lease absolutely void as charged, and 
not merely voidable? 

2. Ifitshould be held void what disposition 
shouid be made by the court of the property in 
the bands of its temporury receiver? 

3. Would it be campetent for the court, before 
final decree, to restore the property to the present 
board of directors of the Central raiiroad, assum- 
ing for the pnrpose of the inquiry, that that board 
is a legal, and not an iliegai beard as charzed in 
the bill; or, would the election of another board 
be a legal necessity? 

4, If the lease be void and not merely voidable, 


- 


has the Central railroad any security for the pay- 
ment of dividenas, or forthe safe keeping of its 
money, or for the preservation of its property? 
And if in such case there be no such security, 
would it be competent for the court to exact ad¢- 
quate securities for the purposes mentioned, with 
the view of avoiding the expenses of a receiver- 
ship, and would the lessees be willing, and if will- 
ing, able to give security to pay the dividends and 
protect the property as it is stipulated in the 
lease? 

All ef this inquiry is propounded for the con- 
sideration of counsel under the contingency that 
the lease can be held void, Thecourt would not 
be understood as intimating that the other mat- 
ters which may be presented by other parties are 
unimportant, but these specifications are deemed 
of sufficient importance to justify the reqnest 
that counsel will specially consider then. 

He then adjourned the court—and the court 
was soon emptied. , 
Notes After the Hearing. 

—The attorneys for the ‘defendants were 
well pleased with the day’s work. Captain 
Jackson handled the case well forthe Termi- 
nal, as did Messrs. Lawton & Cunningham, 
for the Central. 

—Major Bacon created the sensation of the 
day, when he announced his bill, and Mr. 
Erwin surprised the crowd when he presented 
the petition of Mr. Hasseltine. 

—Mr. Rountree was self-possessed 


calm. 
—Mr. J, Lamb Perry did not go further into 
the case than to be formally introduced to the 


court. 

—None of the distinguished counsel repre- 
senting others interested, took any part except 
as interested lookers-on in the trial. 

—One of the minority stockholders remarked 
when the court adjourned, ‘I consider my 
Central stock worth $10 per share more than 
it was at breakfast this morning’*”’

THE CITADEL BURNED. 


South Carolina Military Headquarters on 
Fire. 
C.¢ March 14.—(Special.) 
orning the entire roof 
of the main building ef the, Citadel academy 
was discovered it filrmes. The cadets, 
about ene hundré@ and sixty in number, 
were in the secti@y¥gfaoms. The alarm was 
sounded, and as 3 news spread through 
the city, in halt: hour ten thousand 
spectators were Subled on the square 
watching the conff€gration. The origin of 
the tire is net known. It started under the 
roof, and by the time the alarm was sound- 
ed, the top of the entire quadrangle was in 
flames. The fire department has been at 
work steadily ever since, and has manuged 
to confine the flames to the third and second 
floors. The entire roof of the main building, 
together with the upper floor, is wrecked. 
The second tier of bedrooms is badly dam- 
aged. ‘The first gallery dormatory and the 
ground gallery are comparatively uninjured. 
‘The east wing in which are the mess hall, 
secretary room, chapel, and the new west 
wing in which are the officers quarters are 
untouched. The only accident occurred to 
Cacet Livingston, of Columbia, who was 
suifocated by the smoke while trying to get 
his kit out of his reom. He was dragged 
out by his comrades, however, and is not 
seriously hurt. The cadets saved most of 
their personal effects, and managed, also, 
to save Superintendent Coward’s effects. 
The School Wlil Continue. 


The fire was extinguished by dark, but 
several engines are still playing on the ruins, 
The damave is a good deal more severe as 
to personal property and fixtures than was at 
first supposed. A great many of the cadets 
lost their entire kits, saving only the fa- 
tigue uniforms they were wearing at the 
time. As soon as it was found that the 
building would be untzhabitable,the trustees 
of the Roper hospital building placed it at 
the disposal of Colonel Coward. I¢ is a 
large building, new, and has not been used 
for hospital purposes since its destruction by 
the earthquake in 1886. At 6:30 o’clock 
tonight the assembly was beat, and the 
corps of cadets marched down to their new 
quarters, where they will remain until the 
Cidatel can be occupied again. The total 
insurance on the entire building and contents 
is $52,000, of which $32,000 is available for 
the main building, where all damage is con- 
fined. It is thought that this amount will 
restore it. If it does not, the city of Charles- 
ton will make up the deficiency, even if it 
has to be raised by private +ubscription. 
The first orders read to the cadets tonight 
is that there would be no further interrup- 
tion in their stadies. Many citizens offered 
homes to the cadets, temporurily, but the of- 
ficers decided to keep the corps together 
under strict. military discipline. |

The bullet which had been discharged 
when the report was heard was found flat- 
ened against the silver ticket punca in Con- 
ductor Shockley’s hip pocket. Only a 
alight abrasion of the skin caused by the 
bullet striking the punch was 11 the dam- 
age done by the bullet. 

Almost before the excitement cooled the 
train bed reached the cfty, «nd the pas- 
gengers had disembarked. There was no 
time to discover the guilty party. 

But the conductor had his suspicions, and 

believed it to be a negro named George 
wker, Who was on the train that after- 
noon.

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KENNAN TONIGHT. 


He Will Arrive by the Richmond aud 
Danville Today 


CAMP LIFE IN FAR-OFF KAMCHATKA 


Is the Subject Tonight—Some of Mr- Ken- 
nan’s Tough Experiences in Siberia. 
Large Houses to Mect Him. 


George Kennan, the Siberian explorer, is 
expected to arrive in Atlanta at 11:20 o'clock 
this morning by the Richmond and Danville 
railroad. If not then, he will come on the 
vestibule train at 4:05 o'clock this afternoon. 
He will have time to rest and see something 
of the city before night. He comes to Atlanta 
fresh after a fow days’ recreation and will be 
in fine trim for the lecture tonight. He will 
be introduced by Professor W. M. Slaton, 
president of the Young Men’s library. The 
directors of that institution will accompany 
the lecturer on the platform at the Young 
Men’s Christian Association hali. 

The sales of seats yesterday show that Mr. 
Kennan will have good audiences. His 
lecture tonight is drawing well. The subject, 
“Camp Life in Kamschatka,’’fis a narrative 
of Arctic life and adventure by one who _ trav- 
eled 8,000 miles back and forth across 
Siberia, the coldest country in the 
worid. Sometimes when plodding through 
the snow on the great Siberian road, Mr. Ken- 
nan came to a village where the snow covered 
all but the tips of the roofs, and here and 
there a gable showed that there was a house 
below. 

That fearful experience brought his trave)l- 
ing companion, Mr. Prost, to the verge ofa 
dangerous ‘illness, and only = an_ iron 
constitution like Mr. kKennan’s’ could 
have stood it without serious and permanent 
injury. 

Mr. Kennan describes many strange scenes, 
soine of them quaintor touching. The song 
of the poor exiles, as they cross the border of 
their country and leave home and friends for- 
ever, is a moving dirge-—the requiem 
of a life’s hopes and aspirations, 

One of the strange scenes Mr. Kennan saw 
was the peasants threshing grain on the ice 
With old fashioned flails. In other piaces he 
passed through pre-historic buryinggrounds,-in 
others he journeyed through the country of the 
Tartars. Oiten he camein contact with the 
rude Kalmucks, and eternally he was under 
the eye of the Kussian police detectives, 

On one occasion in Siberia a police agent, 
suspecting Kennan of some mission unfriendly 
to the czar’s government, but unable to lay 
hands on anything that would justify an arrest

HE KNEW O’BRYAN, 


And Talks About His Life In Years 
Gone By. 


THAT PEDAGOGUE FROM BROWNING 


Who Went Away from DeKalb County 
So Mysteriously agFew Weeks Ago 
Writes a Letter to a Friend. 


Pedagogue O'Bryan, of DeKalb county, who 
so mysteriously disappeared some three weeks 
ago, may turn up in Georgia again. 

And may call upon his old friends in Brown- 
ing’s district. 

O’Bryan has been heard from within the 
last day or two by a gentleman in Atlanta 
who knew him well and who knew him long. 
In a letter to the Atlantian O’ Bryan says: 

‘“‘When I come back I shall come to Georgia 
again, because I have found many warm- 
hearted, good peop!e there.” 

The gentleman who received the letter de- 
clines to open its full pages to anyone, but 
does not hesitate to talk about O’Bryan, and 
to talk quite freely, too. 

“T have known O’ Bryan for years,” he said, 
‘‘and I never knew a more thoroughly educa 
ted and completely equipped man than he, 
O’Bryan is master of seven or eight differeat 
languages, either oneof which he speaks 
fluentiy. Four or five .of these he has mas- 
tered completely,%so completely that diplomas 
are among his possessions. And as far as 
mathematics go he is at home, absolutely at 
home.” 

‘*Where ishe from?” 

“By birth O’Bryan is a Virginian, His 
parents came from Ireland and located tear 
Orange courthouse. His father§ was anedu- 
cated Irish gentleman of some nvanss 
but years azo, long before the 
war, taught school in the Old Dominim. It 
was not for the inoney the school broug}t him, 
but for the knowledge he could scaker the 
elder O’Bryan taught. His pupils crine from 
the best and wealthiest families d the old 
state, and had the old gentleman so wished, he 
could haye been preceptor for handred ata 
time.”’ 

‘Tom, that’s the one who left his DeKalb 
school,” the Atlantian went m, ‘was the 
eldest of three brothers, and for a few years 
before the war assisted his ather in the 
schoolroom. He was aiways nclined to bea 
little wild, and was wholly realess, but one 
of the brightest boys I everaw. When the 
war came on he went in, and wearing a gray 
uniform, fought hard and wel. 

“After the war, he went to New York, where 
he fell in with ex-Mayor Grace. Between the 
two a warm fyiendship spraig up. Grace was 
then largely engaged in gu:no fields in South 
America, and O’Bryan wa: sent there by him. 
For months he remained  Sout!: America, 
making money for his enployer and for him- 
self. ‘Then he was caller to New York on & 
telegram and sent by Crace and his company 
to Europe, where he was kept for neariy a 
year. Always pleasant, genticmanly and en- 
tertaining, O’Bryar had no trouble in making 
his business acwss the water a. suc- 
cess. His friends ¢ho had been watching him 
were elated at his imccess, andafew months 
after he caine hone were surprised when they 
learned that he hal thrown up his place and 
gone to Norfolk.” 

“Why did he tlrow it up?” 

‘Noone knows But it is known that those 
same people st/llendorsed him hghly. When 
he came to DeKalb Jast year he went to. Mr. 
Burgess Smth,of this city, to rent a farm, 
Mr. Smith s#sked for references, and these 
saine gentlanen from whom he severed gave 
him the Fest endorsement. In Norfolk he 
worked avhile and then nothing has been 
heard of iim until he left Browning's dis- 
trict.” 

“Why .id he leave there?” 

The gatleman, with the letter in his hand, 
shrugge his shoulders in a Frenchy style, an- 
swerlnys- 

‘*()’ jryan will tell when he comes back, if 
he ev¢ comes.’”’ 

“Bt will he ever come ?”’ 

“That ~ an’ttell. My opinion is, however, 
thathe iad a little trouble in Norfolk, of 
whih none of us down here yet know, and 
tha he is going further away from that. 
Afer those Virginians who have been build- 
ing the Georgia, Carolina and Northern got 
ind O'Bryan’s school district he found him- 
sef face to face with some gentlemen he bad 
kiown there. They may be able to tell more 
tan I can.”

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A Tariff Reformer. 

The Charleston News. and Courier 
recently asked The Augusta Chronicle 
to inform it what the main issues are 
between the democratic and republican 
parties. We have not kept up with the 
details of this little passage between 
the two papers; we missed The Chroni- 
cle’s reply; but The News and Courier 
says the reply was interesting and ingen- 
ious, although running to generalities. 

We gather, therefore, that the reply 
Was not as explicit as The News and 
Courier could have wished. Politeness 
often requires an editor to be ingen- 
ious, and in this instance it was abso- 
lutely necessary that The Chronicle 
should be polite. It was estopped from 
making a bold and thrashing statement 
that one of the main issues between the 
two purties is the question of tariff 
reform as opposed to high protection. 
Such a statement would have given the 
reply a personal and an invidious twist. 
Only the other day The Charleston News 
and Courier was demanding an addi- 
tional duty on Egyptian fine cotton in 
order to relieve -the sea island cotton 
planters of a competition which is already 
dangerous and threatens to be disastrous. 

This demand shows that the editor 
of The News and Courier, however dem- 
ocratic he may be, is not a genuine 
tariff reformer—for your genuine tariff 
reformer is bound to shut his eyes to 
the pressure of local interests. He must 
take a broad and not a narrow view; 
he must regard principles first and fore- 
most. 

We have no doubt The Chronicle felt 
a delicacy in referring to this issue in 
broad terms; to avoid it, the editor was 
compelled to exercise his ingenuity. The 
argument which The News and Courier 
has employed with reference to the pro- 
duct of the sea island cotton planters 
will apply equally with iron in Pennsyl- 
rania, to wool in Ohio, and to the hun- 
dred and one local products of the coun- 
try. 

And yet The News and Courier is a 
great tariff reformer. 


A Strong Man. 

“Gath” has been asking Senator Hill 
about his private habits. 

The newspaper correspondent observ- 
ed that the senator’s. face and hands 
were so white and clear that they 
revealed the healthy movement of the 
blood, and yet there was every indication 
of physical strength. In reply to a ques- 
tion Mr. Hill said that he had touched 
very little liquor during his life. He had 
found that liquor and tobacco did not 
agree with him. In campaigning he had 
found that he wore out men who drank 
and smoked. Still, he made no war on 
the tastes and habits of others, because 
nature had enabled him to do without 
stimulants. Although he took but little 
exercise he was never sick, and at the 
close of the last campaign he stood bare- 
headed four or five hours in the open 


} air at night, while the democratic process- 


ion paraded past him, and yet he got off 
without even a slight cold. 

In response to another question he 
Said that he was never much elated, 
and never much depressed. He was too 
busy for that. 

The brief glimpse of Hill given us in 
“Gath’s” letter shows a strong man— 
a strong man physically as well as intel- 
lectually, with that calm reserve so char- 
acteristic of a strong man in perfect 


‘health. Most men so absolutely without 
“personal vices would be fanatics. 


Not 
so with Hill. He is considerate and tol- 
erant, and has no desire to forer his hab- 
its upon other people. This is like a 
strong man. It is generally a weak, a 
narrow-minded or an unbalanced man 
who is all the time in a flurry trying to 
persuade or force his neighbors to adopt 
his views, prejudices and habits. 


Americans of Royal Descent. 

The Constitution’s recent article show- 
ing the royal descent of a number of 
families in Georgia will interest students 
of history and genealogy, but as it has 
been figured out by some serious statis- 
ticians that nearly everybody has more 
or less royal blood, it is not likely that 
our people will attach much importance 
to it. 

A similar article on Virginians of royal 
descent is eliciting some spicy comment 
in the Richmond papers. The Graham 
Headlight makes the point that plain, 
blunt people pull through the world about 
as successfully as those whose names 
are centuries old. Another country 
weekly says: 

There are countless thousands of Americans 
in Virg.nia alone, of royal descent. but we 
Ameri: ans properly look on that as a smal] 
matter to boast of. Still it is, after all, pleas- 
ant rewling to one conscious that his children 
aiso have royal blood in their veins. But we 
have Lad the honor of knowing well people 
Who are still more nobly | descended. We 
have kpDown Americans descendants of John 
Knox, of Count Egmont and of that John 
Rodgi: who was burned for Christ's sake 
alive ut the stake. Before such descent as 
that ruyal descent becomes insigaificant 

A lady writes to The Richmond Dis- 
patch to say that she cares nothing about 
her royal descent, as she knows dress- 
makers, shop and factory girls, grocers 
and workingmen whose kingly pedigrees 
are indisputable, to say nothing of the 
equally favored families of higher social] 
standing. Afier good-naturedly depreci- 
ating the “F. I. V.” pride of her neigh- 
bors, this sensible woman concludes: 

I do not say that one may not feel a natural 


| gratification in the consciousness of being de- 
scendeu from forefathers whose talents and 
virtues or services to thelr country raised 
(to an honorable distinction among their fel- 
low-men. But I cannot understand why 


democratic Americans, of even the most culti- 
vated and refined social grade, should be anx. 
fous tc trace back their pedigrees to the semi. 
barbarous kings of half-civilized countries; 
and after the lapse of centuries and in social 
end political conditions utterly removed from 
all such distinctions, make the absurd boast 
of possessing ‘‘royal blood."" There ts in the 
idea something which would be pathetic were 
it not sc altogether amusing. 

The matter will probably not be dis- 
cussed to any great extent here in Geor- 
gia. Our people take a natural interest 
in historic pedigrees, but it is ther rure 
to judge a man by his own merits and 
not by the position of his ancestors some 
generations or centuries ago. This being 
the case they are for more interested in 
the morals, abilities, and manners of the 
men of today than they are in the half- 
mythical characters of the remote past. 
Still, this pedigree business has its attrac- 
tions. As one of our historians has said, 
it is impossible to look with the same 
degree of interest upon the child of a 
line of beggars and the child of a line 
of Caesars.

James Lou Allen is a quiet, inoffensive, 
hardworking farmer, living in the ninth 
distrct of Carroll, and his cosy little home 
is in close proximity to the mountains, 
wher: the much-sought-for dew is manu- 
factuwed. Mr. Lou Allen is a law-abiding 
citizen, and the moonshiners have had 
grave fears for years past that old man 
Lou Allen would give them away and the 
stroug arm of the law take hold of them 
for their disloyalty to the United States 
governnent. The Smiths and Horseleys 
go to nuke the large band of moonshiners, 
and they all put their heads together to get 
rid of dd man Lou Allen, if not by 
fair meats, then any kind, just so they 
got rid of him. 

They Wanted His Farm. 


Another incentive was that old man 
Lou Allen evyned a good farm and they 
wanted it. They had often approached the 
old, one-armed veteran for his possessions, 
offering him a fair price for the same, but 
the old gentlenan did not care to sell. Al- 
though the uphnds were hilly and by no 
meaus smooth, the lowlands belonging to 
the small farm ¢ Lou Allen were good and 
brought forth sundant crops as the re- 
ward of the lalor of the old confederate 
soldier, his faithful wife and their little 
children; and the owner didn’t care to part 
with his farm at anything like a reasona- 
ble figure.

HARD AT WORK 


Are the Directors of the Baseball 
Club. 


THE GROUNDS ARE IN GOOD SHAPE 


And Will Be the Prettiest in the South, 
The Meeting of the Club Last 
Night. 


Baseball in Atlanta is fast getting into 
shape. 

A meeting of the club was held last night 
and a great deal of importont work was tran- 
sacted, 

The constitutlon and bylaws reported by the 
committee of which Mr. Walter Crosby was 
chairman, were adopted without alterage, the 
work to hand was distributed among the 
members, and another twenty-four hours will 
probably see a manager and several players 
signed. 

Under the constitution there are three 
standing committees, a committee on finance, 
a committee on players, and # committee on 
equipment, grounds and privileges. These 


were appointed by the president and are: 
Financial committee—S. W. Postell, G. R. Pace. 


G. E. Hoppie. 
Players committee—C. C. Hart, W. R. Crosby, 


E. C. bruffey. 


Equipment, grounds and privileges—M. R. 
Bickart, S. O. Beall, W. F. Sands. 


All these committees will meet today. 

The tinance committee has in hand the work 
of collecting unpaid subscriptions and of secur- 
ing others—for the club to be a success must 
have the full $3,000 ip its treasury when the 
season opens. 

The piayers’ committee is to consider the 
different applications for manager; to report 
to the directors the names, character and 
ability of the men who want to handle the 
team this year. Applications have been re- 
ceived from half a dozen men, some of them 
men Of national reputation on the balltield, 
and aS managers, and it is safe 
to say that the directors are not 
going amiss in this important selection. The 
selection of the team is. of course, an after 
consideration. This work wil! be left to the 
manager and the players’ committee. 

The committee on equipment, grouns and 
privileges has considerable work on hand, too. 
The pians of the new grounds and of the 
grand stand were inspected by the directors 
and everybody was delighted with them. The 
new park is going to bea surprise to the public. 

The Playing Rules. 

At the league meeting at Birmingham the 
playing rules of the National League were 
adopted without and essential modifica- 
tions.

| shall be permitted to go on the field or ad- 


dress the umpire, under a penalty of a for- 
feiture of the game.”’ 

Rule 50 restricts the coaching to base-run- 
rers alone, and then only in words of neces- 
sary direction; also “‘not more than two 
coxchers (who may be one player participat- 


Ing in the game and one player under con- 
| tract in the uniform of either club) shall be 


allowed at any time. 

Another very important change is that made 
to prevent the dilatory tactics that have been 
so common on the part of losing clubs where 
there was a prospect of rain terminating the 
game. Section 4 of rule 26 provides that a 
gnine shall be declared forfeited “if a team 
resorts to dilatory practices in order to gain 
time for the purpose of having the game 
entitled on account of darkness or rain, or for 
any other reason whatsoever.”’ 

Rule 27, that ‘tno game” shall be declared 
by the umpire when he terminates play be- 
fore five innings have been completed, by 
darkness or rain, “except in a case when 
the game is called, the club second at bat 
shall have made more runs at the end of its 
fourth inning than the elub first at bat has 
made in its five innings, then the umpire 
shall award the game to the club having 
made the greatest nutuber of runs, and it 
shall be called a game and be so counted in 
the championship record. 

Some of the other changes were as follows: 

Rule 30 was . amended ® that a ‘“‘fair- 
pitched ball that touches the bat of the bats- 
man in his position shall be considered a 
batted ball and in play.” 

Rule 39. section 40, entitles the batsman to 
a home run on 2 fair-batted ball that goes 
over any fenee distant not less than 235 feet 
from the home plate. When the fence 
distanee is shorter, two bases only shall be 
allowed on the hit. 

Rule 48. section 5. gives the batsman out 
‘s@ he attempts to hinder the catcher from 
eatehing or throwing the ball by stepping out 
side the lines of his position, or otherwise ob- 
structing or interfering with that playver.’’ 

Rule 44, section 4. permits a batsman to 
take his base ‘‘when his person or clothing 
is hit by a pitched ball. except hands or fore- 
arms. which makes it a dead ball.’’ 

Section 3 provides that where a base-runner 
is declared out for hindering a fielder the 
succeeding base-runners shall return to the 
bases last held bv them. 

nie 68. section 5. provides that tn seoring 
‘on assist shall be given to each plaver who 
handles the ball or assists In anv manner in 
bandling the ball from the time it leaves the 
bat until in reaches the player who makes 
the put-ourt. 

Section S contains the following addition: 
“Tf 9 runner advances a base on 9 fly out, or 
rives two bases on a sincle base hit. or an fn- 
field out. or attempted out. he shell be credited 
with a stolen base. provided that there is a 
nossible ehence and a palpable attempt made 
to retire him.” 

Among the propositions voted down were 
the one reducing the number of balls from 
four to three. One permitting captains to 
exempt pitchers from batting unon notice to 
the umpire. One making it a balk when the 
niteher assumes a position of delivering the 
boll withont having the ball in his possession, 
One permitting managers to coach from the 
lines.

Shortly after the beginning of the call further weak- 
ness developed and values were from 344 points 
lower before the call was over. Thereafter it was a@ 
case of steady and persistent offerings throughout the 
day; rallles were but few and insignificant. This 
afternoon late one of the prominent houses began to 
taBe good quantities of May and June and notwith- 
standing the efforts to fill up the demand for this 
source prices kept steady. It would seem as if this 
break has started the demoralization afresh, for the 
cotton sold has been almost entirely, if not wholly, 
leng contracts, a loss of faith or a lack of ability to 
care for the purchases forcing them out. The re- 
ceipts at the ports and the interior points were again 
free and in most instances larger than last year 
While in addition it was stated New Orleans would se- 
cure 19,000 bales tomorrew.

People After Colonel Wommack’s Place 
May Be Too Previous, 


FINE CONDITION OF SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 


The McLearn Bequest Will Give the Ne- 
groes an Academy—Mr. Guinn’s 
Probable Promotion, 


A number of people called on the gov- 
ernor yesterday in the interest of gentle- 
men Who desire to fill the place now oceu- 
pied by Colonel Emmett Womack. 

Colonel Womack has not yet resigned, 
and there is a bare possibility that he may 
not do so. Though he has freely expressed 
his intention to vacate the office of solicitor 
general, it Was supposed that he was about 
to do so because of a flattering offer he had 
received from the legal department of the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany. If there is anything in the reported 
scoop of the Richmond and West Point 
Terminal Company by the Baltimore and 
Ohio, it might alter Colonel Womack’'s 
plans. It seems very certain that the scoop 
has taken place, and Colonel Womack's 
resignation may not reach the governor for 
a few days—possibly not at all. 

The Two-Cent Fare Matter. 

The Southern Travelers’ Association is 
pushing the matter of 2-cert fare on thou- 
gand-miile tickets. 

Mr. C. 1. Branan, chairman of the rail- 
road committee, presented to the railroad 
commission some time ago a petition, ask- 
ing that body to establish a rate of 2 cents 
on one and two thousand-mile bocks, and 
also asking that systems controlling sev- 
eral railroads be required to make their 
mileage books geod on all the lines they 
control. 

The commission decided to consider the 
matter on Tuesday, March 29th, and the 
general passenger agents of the Georgia 
railroads have been notified that they will 
be given a hearing on that date. 

A Shelter at Simpson Street. 

The people who get on and off the cars 
at Simpson street crossing have petitioned 
the railroad commission to cause the rail- 
roads running passenger trains over that 
street and taking passengers there to erect 
a suitable shelter to protect passengers 
from the weather. 

The petitioners say that they and many 
others are accustomed to take the train at 
Simpson street, and that they have to hunt 
store awnings and odd places or tuke the 
weather. ‘Vhey do not want an expensive 
structure, but imsist that a simple shelter 
be erected. 

This petition will be considered by the 
commissioners today. 


Mr. Guinn’s Popularity. 

Assistant School Commissioner Guinn has 
long been identified with the — volunteer 
soldiery of the state and there is a proba- 
bility that he will soon receive a handsome 
honor. 

The new tactics or “drill regulations,” 
which went into effect a month or so ago, 
require a major for every battalion in a 
regiment, and those Georgia regiments 
which have several battalions will have 
majors to elect. 

The Third Georgia regiment, of which As- 
sisant School Coimmissioner Guinn is ad- 
jutant, will soon elect another major, and 
the choice is to be made by the commis- 
sioned officers. Mr. Guinn is receiving uol- 
untary assurances of support from officers 
who wish to make him major, and the in- 
dications are that he will be elected. 


Edueation for the Negroes’ 

The bequest of John MceLearn will make 
be possible to do considerable for the educa- 
tion of the negroes in the county, for which 
the lecacy was intended. It was given to 
the negroes on a plantatior, but after sixty 
years, the commissiorer thinks it would be 
hard to identify those particular people and 
boucht

education of negroes in the county in which 
the Gowrie plantation was situated.

With an average attendance of 100 pupils, 
the academy would be entitled to S500 a 
year from the school fundg With the $300 
arising from the McLearn bequest, this 
would give a fund of S800 per annum, which 
would support a good academy for eight 
months in the year. 


Fine Condition of Southwest Georgia. 

Captain W. W. Dews, of Cuthbert, who 
inspects fertilizers in that district, paid a 
visit to the agricultura. department yester- 
day, and gave an encvouraging account of 
the condition of the farmers of southwest 
Georgia. 

‘The farmers in our part of the state are 
in a much better condition than you bear 
they are,’ said he. “In Thomas and 
Lowndes it is a common thing to see a 
wagonload of home-raised bacon. Farmers 
who have raised their own supplies are in 
easy circumstances. They have enough to 
live on comfortably. and the low price of 
cotton merely cuts off a part of their sur- 
plus. For this reason they are starting off 
well with this year’s operations. In 


@ southwest Georgia they make more corn and 


meat, and use less fertilizer. 

“Brooks county is in very fine condition. 
The farmers there are 25 per cent better off 
than they are in any other county. There 
was not a day while I was at Quitman that 
less than two thousand pounds of country 
meat was _ sold. One man sold 10,000 
a. Mr. McCall and Mr. Dennard, 

oth bankers, told me that the farmers of 
that county have $140,000 to their credit 
in bank at Quitman. 

“Calhoun, Dougherty and Baker conn- 
ties, and a portion of Early. are doing lit- 
tle, because the white people have moved 
out and left the negroes, but Thomas, De- 
catur, Brooks, Lownaes, Mitchell, Cof- 
fee and Berrien are all doing 
well. Randolph is making its own 
corn At Quitman, you can’t buy 
x pound of western lard. When the new 
lard law came in, somebody went round 
town and found 1,500 gallons were still on 
hand from last year. ‘The farmers there 
are shipping. corn away at Oo cents a 
bushel in sacks. 

Cotton Held by Farmers. 

‘“‘There is more cotton than usual held by 
farmers in southwest Georgia. Two thou- 
sand bales are now held in Cuthbert, most- 
lv by farmers. A thousand bales are held 
in Albany, and 1,000 each in Thomasville 
and Quitman,”

DEATH “FROM LOGKJAW, 


Had Some Connection Witha Blow 

On the Head, - 
Griffin, Ga., March 14.-—(Special.)—Mr. 
Quince Gunn, an old citizen and carpenter 
of this city, died yesterday afternoon at 5 
o'clock of tetanus, or lockjaw. .His death 
ocersioned quite a sensation, in view of the 
fact that it was rumored that tetanus was 
produced from a blow on the head, in- 
flicted by Mr. W. H. Powell on Thurs- 
dav, March 3d. 

The circumstances which led to the dif- 
ficulty are presumably about these: Mr. 
Gunn had done some work for Mr. Powell, 
and on the day above mentioned a dispute 
arose over the amount due for said work, 
when, upon what Mr. Powell considered a 
suflicient, provocation, he dealt Mr. Gunn 
a blow on the head witb a stick, felling 
him to the ground. Some time before this 
occurred Mr. aunn stuck a nail in his foot, 
and this, the physicians say, produced the 
fatal disease. Before the coroner’s jury, 
which has just agjourned, Drs. T. J. Col- 
lier, J. Iu. Moore, R. H. Taylor and J. M. 
IKXeller were sworn. Drs. Taylor and. 
Moore were the attending physicians, and 
stated that they did not, when first called 
in, consider the ease dangerous; that on 
last Friday Mr. Gunn showed signs of te- 
tanus, and it was at this time they were 
made acquainted with the wound in his 
foot. It was the opinion of both the phy- 
sicians that death was due more directly 
to this wound than to the blow on the head. 

After hearing the evidence the jury easily 
reached a verdict, fully exonerating Mr.

Once More Harmony Prevails Among 
The Atlanta Rifles 


IF REPORTS ARE TO BE CREDITED. 


"Tis Said All the Resignations Will Be 
Withdrawn, and the Splendid Corps 
of Officers Resume Duties. 


Military sensations will never cease in 
Atlanta. 

They follow one another with great 
swittness, ani are of the best quality and 
flavor. 

Another military affair, or rather the se- 
quel to an affair, which has already been 
ventilated quite thoroughly in the papers, 
has terminated in such a. way as to create 
a sensation—at least in military circles. 

And what has happened was just what 
was least expected, verifying the old adage 
that the unexpected always happens. 

The affair in question is the ugly mud- 
dle which the Atlanta Rifles iiave expe- 
rienced for the past six months. The very 
best ending has come to to tnis—-the end 
inost to be desird. 

Captain Spencer will withdraw his res- 
ignation and return to the command of the 
company. 

And the other officers of the company 
wil! withdraw their resignations and again 
take up their positions with the company. 


At least every indication points to this. , 


None of the ofticers have said so, but it 
is learned from the most reliable sources 
that this is true. 

Colonol Calhoun Talks. 

Colne. W. L. Calhoun of the Fourth 
Battalion, who has these resignations in 
his hands for official action said yesterday: 

“Il have not talked with Captain Spen- 
cer in the last few days about the matter, 
but I understand that the matter has been 
amicably settled—at least 1 hope so. 
have been trying to bring about this end 
cver since the resignations have been in 
my hands. A number of members of the 
company have been moving in the matter 
and 1 trust that they have succeeded. 
There is no reason for these wholesale res- 
ignations, and I sincerely hop: that mat- 
ters have been so arranged that the eom-' 
pany can move along harmoniously. ‘The 
company should do this. It is eon:posed of 
some splendid young military men, and if 
harmony and unity could be preserved in 
the company’s rank it would stand at the 
head of the Georgia military.” 

Colonel Calhoun was asked about the ree- 
ommendation he intended making upon the 
resolutions. He smiled softly and replied: 

“Why I never would have consented to 
the acceptance of such a number of resig- 
nations. I dic not consider that the slight 
fecling of dissatisfaction with the officers, 
which was felt by some members of the 
company, Was sufficient to warrant the res- 
ignations of all the officers. I took no ae- 
tion on the resignations but let them lie 
quietly, hoping the two factions 
which seemed to exist in the company, 
might be reconciled and things move along 
smoothly again.” 

The Discontent Has Disappenre.l. 

A number of meetings haye been held 
by the Rifles in the past few weeks for 
the purpose of reconciling matters, it is 
understood. 

The rumor was current on the street yes- 
terday that the disconten tin the company 
had disappeared; the two factions had _ be- 
con united harmony restored and 
that Captain Spencer and = the other 
ofFcers woulkl return to their com- 
mands, and that they would be received 
with open arms. 

I’riends of the Rifles hope that this state 
of affairs has been brought about and that 
the boys will work together in harmony 
hereafter. The people generally feel a 
lively interest in the Rifles and the news 
that harmony has been restored will be 
good news. 

Colonel Calhoun has been trying to keep 
harmony in the various companies compos- 
ing the Fourth Battalion. To this end 
he was unwilling to have the entire staff 
of officers of the Rifles resign in a row, 
and the company become disrupted and 
verhaps finally go to pieces. If peace has 
ade restored it is due to Judge Calhoun’s 
holding the resignations without action 
and his strong work for harmony. 

The Rifles’ troubles have been frequent- 
ly printed and are familiar to the public. 
For nearly two years two factions have 
existed in the company. Last fall the fac- 
tious drew wider apart, and the breach 
became broader and more noticeable. Mat- 
ters went on in this way until nearly two 
months ago Captain Spencer aml every other 
conunissioned officer of the company sent 
their resignations to Colonel Calhoun.
